Site Survey, Space Analysis 
Completed for Proposed Building 


A site survey and space analysis 
for the proposed new County Build- 
ing for Cr awford County has been 
completed by the engineering and 
architectural firm of Harley, El- 
ington, Cowan and Stirton, Inc., 
for the Crawford County Building 
Authority. 

The site survey seecinimended 
five different sites in or near the 
City of Grayling for the new pro- 
posed building. One would be the 
present sile with the possibility of 
adding the remainder of the block 
{o the site. On this site, a two story 
building would be contemplated. Pe 
The other four selected’ sites 
yould. accomadate a ‘one. story 
strugjure,, The other four sites, de- 
geribed rogbly; would be at. the 
west end of Michigan ave. across 
the railroad tracks on the banks 
ot the AuSable River; another 
yould be at the northeast corner 
af the extension of Michigan av- 
enue and the County Road; a third 
would be south’ of the airport and 


west Of McClellan street—ani --Home 
fowth across US-27 from*the new 


City Hall. 

The space survey~ showed- that 
4,400 square feet would be needed 
ina new building as compared with 
10,912 in the present building. The
